$1000 Prize In 
Air Race Won 
By Champion Pilot 

Rosella B .1 o r n s o n, 19, of 
Champion, with Mrs. Gordon Laing 
of Claresholm as co-pilot, flew her 
father’s Cessna 170B to Victory 
and $1,000 in prize money in the 
Rocky Mountain House Centennial 
Air Race held late in May. 

The race, known as a calcula¬ 
tion race, was part of the Rocky 
Mountain House Fly-in and Air 
Race sponsored by the Rocky 
Mountain House Flying Club and 
Centennial Committee. The race 
was staged in thfee legs—Leth¬ 
bridge to Calgary, Calgary to Ed¬ 
monton and Edmonton to the host 
town. 

Contestants were required to 
estimate their flight time and fuel 
consumption for each leg. The 
race was scored on a penalty sys¬ 
tem with Miss Bjornson and Mrs. 
Laing collecting only one penalty 
point out of a possible score of 
100. There were 160 contestants, 
some of whom received up to 85 
penalty points. 

Miss Bjornson, who received her 
pilot’s licence in 1964, was pilot 
and Mrs. Laing was co-pilot. They 
were the only women entrants in 
the race. Miss Bjornson has some 
200 hours flying time to her credit.

Although still short quite a few 
teachers, particularly for the 
lower grades, the teacher situa¬ 
tion for the 1967-68 term in 
County of Vulcan schools is fairly 
good in comparison wtih previous 
years. 

A total of 34 resignations have 
been accepted and three leaves of 
absence granted by the School 
Committee. Twenty new staff 
members have been engaged for 
the coming term and thr^e trans¬ 
fers have been granted. 

In contrast to last year, the 
high school situation is very good. 
Three additional members are 
needed to complete the Milo, 
Lomond, and County Central 
Junior-Senior High School staffs. 

The most serious problem at 
the moment is in staffing grades 
one, two and three in the county. 
Teachers are needed in these 
grades in all county schools except 
Brant. 

In view of the tentative salary 
schedule agreed upon by the re¬ 
presentatives of the teachers and 
the School Committee last Thurs¬ 
day which will provide for sub¬ 
stantial pay increases, it Is ex¬ 
pected there will not be too much 
difficulty in staffing all schools 
for the coming term. A concerted 
effort to fill the remaining 
vacancies will be made during the 
nex^ two weeks.

Birthday Party For Blunt's Pntient 


HER 93rd. Seated above as she 
was about to celebrate her 93rd 
birthday is Mrs. Mary Boose, now 
a patient at Blunt’s Nursing 
Home, but for 57 years a resident 
and one of the pioneer stock to 
which the Vulcan district was 
home and around which a life¬ 
time of memories has been built. 

Standing behind Mrs. Boose, Sr., 
is a daughter, Edith, still 
a resident of Vulcan while to her 
right with the birthday cake is 
Miss Nettie Ware, a friend of 
everyone at Blunt’s, who in her 
Centennial costume, entertained 
the assembled group with her 
poems and stories. 

Mrs. Mary Boose came to Vul¬ 
can from Ohio via Nanfon in 


March 15, 1909 and with the many 
other settlers in the district went 
through the years of frame shack 
homes, outhouses, the water haul, 
pot bellied stoves and kerosene 
lamps and a happiness that only 
those of that era knew. Until the 
fall of 1946 Mrs. Boose lived on 
the original homestead. Then with 
the advancing years and failing 
health she retired and moved to 
Vulcan. Following another period 
of illness this spring she moved 
to the nursing home where she 
could be more easily cared for. 
Although senior to those honoring 
her this day Mrs. Boose’s faculties 
seemed as active and sharp as 
any in the room and her e.ijoy- 
ment of this surprise party made 
the day a happy one for all. 


Changes In 
Postage Rates 

A recent announcement by the 
Canada Post Office details a num¬ 
ber of postage rate changes effec¬ 
tive June 1. 

Special delivery is now 40c for 
letters and 50c for parcels; regis¬ 
tration fees are now 50c for in¬ 
demnity not exceeding $50 and 
75c for indemnity not exceeding 
$100; acknowlegement of receipt 
cards are now 15c when mailed 
with register and 25c when mailed 
subsequent 

First class air mail to Bermuda, 
Mexico, Central and South Amer¬ 
ica and the West Indies is now 15c 
per half ounce. 

It is expected that changes in 
second class mail (newspapers and 
magazines), third class (printed 
matter) and fourth class (parcel 
post) will take place on October 1. 


Percy M. Clark of Vulcan, re¬ 
tired farmer, has received from 
France a commemorative medal 
specially struck for issue to the 
veterans of the First Great War 
who served in the battles of the 
Somme. 

Sent by the Ccux de la Somme, 
Peronne, France, the medal is of 
bronze with gold and blue ribbon. 

Mr. Clark served with the 1st 
Canadian Field Ambulance in the 
third battle of the Somme at 
Amiens during the 1914-18 war. He 
recalls vividly the heavy casual¬ 
ties on both sides during the battle 
and the big task he and other 
stretcher bearers had in carrying 
wounded back almost a mile to 
the nearest casualty clearing 
station. 


RCMP Musical 
Ride and Concert 
At Fort Madeod 

On a cross-country centennial 
tour, the RCMP musical ride and 
band concert will be staged at 
Fort Macleod on Wednesday, 
June 14, starting at 3:00 p.m. On 
June 17-19-20, the RCMP ride and 
band will be at Calgary and will 
appear in Edmonton June 22-23-24. 

The Mounties’ musical ride was 
started at Regina in 1887 and, 
with the concert band, is a per¬ 
manent branch of the Force. With 
red and white pennants flying 
from eight-foot lances and wear¬ 
ing the scarlet tunic so much a 
part of the history and romance of 
the Force, these equestrian per¬ 
formers go through their complex 
paces astride jet black horses 
especially bred for the purpose. 

The ride contains many elegant 
manoeuvres. Ending in a drama¬ 
tic, thundering charge at the 
gallop to trumpet call and rolling 
drums, these intricate figures per¬ 
formed by a full troop of 32 men 
and horses are derived from cav¬ 
alry drill and are executed at the 
walk, trot and canter to the 
sprightly tempo of the band. 

The 50-piece RCMP Concert 
Band has performed across Canada 
and the United States. 


Separate funeral services were 
held for Joachim D. Hagerman, 
85, and his brother, John Franklin 
Hagerman, 83. pioneer Alberta 
farmers both living in retirement 
in Calgary, who died within a few 
hours of each other on Tuesday, 
May 30, 1967. 

Joachim Hagerman, of 715-45th 
Ave. SW, Calgary, was born near 
Paisley, Bruce County, Ont. He 
first homesteaded at Velva, North 
Dakota, moved to Parkland, Al¬ 
berta, in 1906 and in 1910 moved 
to Champion, where he farmed 
until 1948. 

He was a member of First Bap¬ 
tist Church, a life member of 
Champion Lodge No. 84 A.F and 
AjM. and an affiliated member of 
Perfection Lodge No. 9, A.F. and 
A.M., Calgary. During h i s time 
in the Champion area he took a 
very active part in community 


affairs and as councillor for the 
Municipal District of Harmony 
was responsible for having some 
of the first gravel roads built in 
the district. He was president of 
the Hiawatha Mutual Telephone 
Co. from the time it was organiz¬ 
ed in 1935 until, bis retirement. 
During World War Two he was 
chairman of the Victory Bond- 
drive in the Champion district. 

He is survived by his wife 
Annie. 

Services wore held Friday, June 
2, from Jaques Funeral Home and 
burial was in Burnsland cemetery. 
Pall bearers were Walter Harris, 
Ed Griffin, Milt Moffat, Henry 
Ferguson, Alf Fleetwood and John 
Long. , 

John Hagerman of 823-15th Ave. 
SW, Calgary, was, born in Bruce 
County, Ont., and farmed in the 
Champion district in 1906, moving 


to Parkland in 1910. During the 
early years he owned the Clares¬ 
holm Feed Mill and farmed the 
Cameron Ranch. In 1942 he moved 
to Calgary, where he farmed until 
his rel rement. He was a member 
of Wesley United Church. 

He is survived by his wife, Mary; 
three daughters: three sons; one 
brother, Thomas, in Calgary; two 
.sisters, Mrs. G. (Harriet) Lee, 
Nanton. and Miss Martha Hager¬ 
man, Calgary. He was predeceased 
by his first wife, Anna Mary 
•Mazie) Hagerman in 1966, by 
two brothers, William in 1910 and 
Dr. Albert in 1961, and by a sis¬ 
ter, Anna Clements in 1956. 

Services for John Hagerman 
were held on Saturday, June 3, 
from Leyden’-: Funeral Chapel and 
burial followed in Mountain View 
Memorial Gardens.

Dr. John J. Deutsch, Chairman of the Economic 
Council of Canada, must sometimes frighten the 
politicians. He is not only a man of common sense, 
he also honestly speaks his mind. 

As an example, recently advising the Ottawa 
committee that is looking into food prices Dr. Deutsch 
was asked his opinion of taxing more away from 
skilled personnel and professional people so that the 
government could spend more on subsidizing those 
with lower incomes. 

His answer: Such a policy could drive highly 
trained persons from Canada to the United States. 
“Ther’s no use being woolly minded about that,” he 
bluntly told Mrs. Grace Maclnnes, NDP Member for 
Vancouver-Kingsway. The low-income groups, he 
added, would not be helped one bit if even more of 
the high-income earners were thus encouraged to 
leave this country. 

This is not the sort of talk likely to be welcomed 
by politicians, most of whom proclaim their willing¬ 
ness to help the low earners (and possibly gamer 
votes into the bargain) by penalizing the higher 
earners. —C.J.H.

grass. More recently, other select¬ 
ive herbicides have been introduc¬ 
ed and these enable the homeown¬ 
er to keep his lawn free of almost 
all broadleaf weeds and many of 
the grass weeds. 

Agricultural Research Workers 
have listed some pointers in using 
these chemicals: 

—Apply a herbicide only in the 
amount recommended on the con¬ 
tainer label. 

—Use of a pressure sprayer 
having a capacity of several gal¬ 
lons is recommended. This -meth¬ 
od gives the most effective results 
and is the most economical to use.

Also, goggles 
and gloves should be worn to 
protect the eyes and hands. First 
the brick should be soaked well 
with clean water so that the acid 
solution does not soak in so 
readily. Wash and scrub with the 
muriatic solution, then rewash the 
brick with 1 part commercial 
ammonia to 16 parts of water to 
remove all traces of acid. 

White, frostlike stains left by 
efflorescence on brick wall can be 
taken off with a similar solution 
of muriatic acid.

arise with various types of brick 
construction, and here are a few 


recommended suggestions. 

CRUMBLING MORTAR 
There are two things that can 
go wrong with exterior structural 
brick: the foundation may settle 
and cause zig-zag cracks in the 
mortar, or the mortar itself may 
become flaky and start to crumble 
away. Mortar is mixed ‘‘on the 
job” and the mason may have been 
careless about the recipe. What¬ 
ever the cause, crumbling mortar 
joints should be cut out to a depth 
of % inch to M inch and replaced, 
with a newly mixed mortar. In 
short time, the new joints weather 
to match the old ones that are 
still sound. 

PAINTED BRICK 
Some people like to paint brick 
once, then let the paint slowly 
weather away. Others like to keep 
brick well covered with paint, 
periodically renewed. No matter 
which effect you prefer, make 
sure only masonry paint is used. 
This is a water-based cement con¬ 
coction designed to let the brick 
breathe through the paint coating. 
If brick is completely covered with 
a paint that makes a watertight 
film, moisture can build up behind 
it and cause damage. 

OUTDOOR COOKING AREAS 
Brick used around cooking pits 
or barbecues may become fat- 
spattered, and since brick is 
porous, staining may result. Rain 
and sun will wear away or even 
out most stains. But if some per¬ 
sist and disfigure the face of the 
bricks, scrub with a stiff bristle 
brush, a good scouring cleanser, or 
clean wet sand. If the outdoor 
fireplace is partially protected by 
overhang so w ea th e r can't 
bleach out stains, the cooking and 
serving areas should be cleaned 
every few years by a professional 
steam-cleaning service. 

FIREPLACES 

The inside of the chimney should 
be checked every year or so, to 
make sure that excess carbon de¬ 
posits don’t block the draft. This 
is particularly important if the 
person cooks in the fireplace, for 
layers of grease can build up in¬ 
side the chimney and cause a fire. 
The brick facing around an old- 
fireplace is often covered with 
smoke and grime which can be 
removed with a stiff bristle and 



scouring powder. 

New brick fireplaces are usually 
cleaned immediately after they 
are built. The mason uses a weak 
solution of muriatic acid to re¬ 
move any mortar stains or chunks 
of mortar which have been spill¬ 
ed and hardened on the face of 
the bricks. These lumps are re¬ 
moved with a wooden paddle; 
metal tools should never be used 
in contact with acid. But acid 
cleaning is recommended for red 
brick only. In case of light pink, 
buff, or gray bricks, it is best to 
check with the manufacturer as 
to the most appropriate solution 
to use, since the wrong prepara-
